CITY SHOCKED BY DEATH OF MR. HERMES A. FREDERIC. 


Pascagoula was shocked and grieved last Saturday morning by the sudden death of Mr. Hermes A. Frederic, 
member of one of Pascagoula's largest and most prominent families, who died at his home in Market street at 8 
o'clock from an attack of acute indigestion. Mr. Frederic had not been well and had remained in his bed longer 
than was his custom. His wife found him in a stupor, and went to summon a physician, but he died before 
medical aid could be administered. 

The funeral was conducted Sunday afternoon at 3:30 o'clock from the residence of his sister, Mrs. M. L. Pol, in 
Jackson avenue, with services at Our Lady of Victories Catholic church and Rev. Father B. O'Reilly officiating. 
One of the largest crowds ever to attend a funeral in this city gathered at the home and church, and later at the 
Catholic cemetery where interment was made under the beautiful ritual of the Elks lodge, members of Pascagoula 
Lodge attending in a body and carrying out their ritualistic work. 

Mr. Frederic was 29 years, 10 months and 26 days old. He was married, and is survived by his wife and five 
small children, besides his mother, grandmother, five brothers, four sisters and a large number of other relatives. 
For many years he had been a member of the Elks Lodge and Pascagoula Central Fire Company, taking a great 
interest in the activities of these organizations and always ready to do more than his part in promoting plans for 
civic welfare.

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Lt. Robert Frederic Awarded Air Medal For Part In D-Day Invasion 


From a Ninth Air Force Carrier Base in the European Theatre of War comes the announcement that Lt. Robert 
Q. Frederic of Pascagoula has been awarded the coveted Air Medal for his part in the invasion of France. 

Lieutenant Frederic is the pilot of a paratroop-hauling, glider-towing C-47, and flew in a formation of 900 
planes and gliders of the Ninth Troop Carrier Command, which is a part of the Ninth Air Force and U. S. 
component of the Allied Expeditionary Air Force, and is under the command of Brig. Gen Paul L. Williams, 
leader of the airborne invasion flights of Africa, Sicily and Italy and the dropping of the first troops on the 
Cherbourg peninsula on "D-Day." 

In telling some of his experiences, Lieutenant Frederic said "We took off very early on the eventful day of June 
6, 1944, and soon assembled into formation, setting our course for the French coast. Everything went swell until 
we reached the French coast where we ran into bad weather and had to fly blind on instruments. As we broke out 
of this overcast, the Jerries had us in their sight and began firing at us, but no apparent damage was done and we 
continued on to the drop zone where we released the glider which we were towing and then hit the deck to fly at 
tree-top level, hedge hopping over both trees and roof-tops, here and there back towards the British coast. All 
around the drop zone we were subjected to heavy machine gun and anti-aircraft fire and the same was 
encountered as we flew back over the French coast. As we flew over the channel we saw some of our planes in 
the water and the allied navies all in unison ready to do their bit. We landed at our home base a bit on the jittery 
side and set about examining our plane just to see how much damage had been done. We soon discovered that 
the Jerries aren't nearly as good marksmen as they claim to be because we had only a few bullet holes here and 
there which were caused by small arms fire." 

Lieutenant Frederic is a graduate from the Pascagoula High school and prior to his entry into the service was 
employed as a machinist by the F. D. Y. Machine Company, in Pascagoula. 

His mother, Mrs. Mary Frederic, to whom the announcement of her son's prowess has been sent from the Ninth 
Command Headquarters in the European Theatre of War, resides on River road, in Pascagoula.

Robert Frederic Is Fatally Injured In Texas Crash 


T/Sgt. Robert Q. Frederic, Pascagoula, was fatally injured Tuesday morning in an automobile collision in 
Wichita Falls, Tex., where he was stationed with the air force at Sheppard Field. 

He was the son of Mrs. Mary Frederic, River Road, and husband of the former Miss Frances Smith, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. W. G. Smith, Pascagoula. 

One Son Survives 

Sgt. and Mrs. Frederic had one child, a two-year-old son, Robert Q. Jr. A member of an old and prominent 
family, he has many relatives and friends residing here. 

Sgt. Frederic was transferred to Sheppard Field from Keesler in November, 1949. He was on his way to the 
field for an interview with the officer second in command in connection with receiving the captain's commission 
he had held in World War II when the accident occurred. 

He had been scheduled to get the commission in about two weeks, members of his family were informed. 

The crash happened in the middle of an intersection and Sgt. Frederic was thrown clear of his car, which veered 
into a telephone pole after the crash, onto the pavement and against the curb. He was rushed to a Wichita Falls 
hospital but died a few minutes after the accident. 

His body was scheduled to arrive in Pascagoula Thursday night accompanied by a close friend, Sgt. S. T. 
Harkey, Sheppard Field. 

On receiving news of the tragedy, a friend from Pascagoula, now stationed at Fort Sill, Okla., Sgt. Walley Cox 
and his wife, drove to Wichita Falls and brought Mrs. Frederic and the little boy to Pascagoula by automobile. 

Funeral services will be conducted today at 3 p. m. from Fails and at 3:30 from the Christ Lutheran church with 
the Rev. Frederick Zuker, pastor, officiating. Interment will be in Machpelah cemetery.

While stationed in Wichita Falls, he has attended college at night. 

Sgt. Frederic was 29 years old. He and his wife were married January 26, 1947. 

He enlisted in the air force three years ago. Prior to that he and his two brothers operated the Pascagoula 
Machine Shop. 

He was a member of the 3770th training squad at Sheppard Field and was instructor and tactical training 
commander. 

He is survived also by two brothers, Hermes A. and Pol M. Frederic, and three sisters, Mesdames Douglas 
Clark, Laverne Howard and W. A. Reynolds, all of Pascagoula.
